Mr. Justice Meredith expressed the opinion 
that there was a big question of principle in- 
volved in the point which had been raised, 
and the judge’s attention had not been called 
to that. There was an error in the original 
Act, and there was an amendment setting it 
right. It related to certain agreements that 
were considered legal under the Act of 1923. 
Everything now was to be upset because it 
was alleged that there was a previous deci- 
sion that would be inconsistent with the 
entire position. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—The thing appears 
absurd. 

STRICT TECHNICAL RIGHTS. 

Mr. Black—I feel the force of what you 
say, but the applicant requires to stand upon 
her strict technical rights. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—It would be a very 
interesting point to consider in a more meri- 
torlous case. 

Mr. Black said that though the sum in- 
volved was small, the decision was wrong 
upon the technical aspect of the law, there 
being an estoppel against such’ orders, and it 
was within the power of the Court to amend 
that if it so minded. In the event of dis- 
missing the appeal he would ask the Court to 
be the plaintiff liberty to. appeal to the 

upreme Court. 

Mr, Justice Meredith said that he thought 
the proper course for counsel to adopt would 
be to ask leave to appeal instead of reopening 
the case, as there was a very important ques- 
tion of law involved.

INOUIRIES IN DUBLIN. 

From inquiries made im Dublin yester- 
day it was ascertamed that Colonel Isham 
was over in Ireland in 1927, when -he 
stayed at Malahide Castle as the guest 
of Lord Talbot de Malahide, and made a 
search for the: original manuscript of 
Boswell’s “Life of Johnson.” More than 
one hundred pagcs in all of this original 
manuscript were found and purchased by 
Colonel Isham. 

In the spring of this year Lord Talbot 
de Malahide wes going through some old 
papers in Malahide Castle when he came 
upon the missing pages of the manuscript, 
and these he has forwarded to Colonel 
Isham, according to an arrangement 
when the purchase was made. 

(‘clonel Isham also entered into negotia- 
tions with Lord Talbot for the purchase 
of the original manuscript of Boswell’s 
‘Journal of a Tour in the Hebrides,”’ 
but owing to the absence of Lord Talbot 


in Italy it is not possible to find out atá 


the moment whether a purchase was 
actually completed. 

Lord Talbot James oswell de Malahide 
is the great-great-grandson of James Bos- 
well, the famous biographer. His father 
married Miss Boswell, the great-grand- 
daughter of Boswell. Lord Talbot was 
left Auchinleck, the old residence of 
James Boswell, with all its contents. For 
the last four or five years he has been 
going through the papers at Auchinleck, 
many of which he brought over to Mala- 
hide Castle.

DEBATE ON DOLES AND 
OUTDOOR RELIEF. 


“That doles and outdoor relief only pro- 
vide a paradise for parasites,’’ was the sub- 
ject of a debate by the Historical Society at 
Trinity College, Dublin, last mght, Myr. G. 
A. Duncan, F.,T.C.D., presiding. 

Opening the debate, Mr K, F. G. Pur- 
cell, Treasurer, said that in pre-war days 
the ouidvoy relief system was satisfactory. 
In post-war days it was carried out in a 
socialistic manner, no regard being paid to 
the ratepayers’ interests. The introduction 
of the dole found a huge army ci unem- 
ployed, and many pretenders seeking . bene- 
tits. Men who did not work were parasites 
of society, and the association of poor relief 
with the dole formed an unholy alliance. 

Mr. O. L. Sheehy Skeffington (Librarian), 
in the negative, suid that owing to the state 
of unemployment at present the question they 
had to ask themselves was wht the unem- 
ployed would do if there was no dole. If 
these people did. not get the dole many 
of them would die on the sireets. 1t was not 
correct to call them parasites because they 
were unemployed, and no effort was made to 
provide them with emplovmeni The dole 
was the lesser of two evils—ii they did not 
get it the unemploved would siarve. 

Mr. A. K. Quirke supported the motion. 


HOME HELP AND POVERTY. 

Mr. C. L. Flynn. opposing the motion, 
said that x2 criminal was given sustenance 
while in jail, but the unemployed got ve 
sustenance und could not exisi without the 
dole. He pointed out that there was no 
such thing as outdoor relief at preseni: 
instead there was “ home help,” and the 
latter was an ideal way of dealing with 
poverty. There was no alternative to the 
system of doles and home help at present. 

Mr. E. O'Mahony, auditor, said that 
the system of doies was demoralising, aa- 
he did not approve of the workhouse system.

After the succession of strange and 
wild musical instruments that have 
assaulted the public ear within the last 
decade, I am disposed to wonder whether 
the once ubiquitous guitar is ever likely 
to return to popularity. It really was a 
pleasant instrument, with innumerable 
points in its favour. Unlike its micro- 
scopic cousin, the ukelele, it.is a bass 
instrument, and so better suited to accom- 
pany the voice, while, being made of 
wood, it lacks the stridency and metallic 
harshness of the banjo and its kindred. 
In the hands of a decent player, it has 
quite a tolerable range of expression ; 
and it offers the tremendous advantage 
that anybody who takes the trouble to 
learn half a dozen chords can accompany 
ordinary songs without making a fool of 
himself. Occasionally, when a Spanish 
ship puts into the Liffey, one can see a 
knot of sailors chanting a ditty in more 
or less respectable Castilian, while one 
of their number strums solemnly to help 
them out.

Judicial [ndiscretion. 


There is an interesting monument in 
Drumcondra Church to the memory of Sir 
Marmaduke Coghill, who was born in 
1675 and died in 1738, and was a 
Judge of the Prerogative Court, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, and member for 
Dublin University in the Irish Parlia- 
ment. He is represented on the monu- 
ment as seated in his»Chancellor’s robes, 
while a long inscfiption gives some 
details of his life and his pedigree from 
the Goghills, of Coghill Hall, Yorkshire. 
Although the last direct representative of 
his family, Sir Marmaduke never married, 
a circumstance for which one of his own 
judgments is said to have been respon- | 
sible. - The story has it that on one occa- } 
sion he had to adjudicate in the case of a 


punishment to his wife. The judge de- 
cided that moderate chastisement with a 
switch was within the rights of the hus- 
band, and he held that the circumstances 
of the case had been snch as to justify 
this procedure. Unfortunately for Sir 
Marmaduke, his judicial opinion reached 
he had 
become engaged. Explanations proved 
useless; his fiancée would have nothing 
further to do with him, and it is easy to 
understand that the publicity that fol- 
lowed his indiscretion was sufficient to 
deter him from any further matrimonial] 
venture. 


Rabbits. 


Now that the House of Commons has 
passed the second reading of a bill giving 
authority to County Councils to destroy 
rabbits wherever they threaten to become 
a nuisance, it will be interesting to see 
what means of extermination it is pro- 
posed to adopt. Rabbits in Australia and 
New Zealand have successfully resisted 
all attempts to get rid of them, even when 
Pastcur tried to spread fowl-cholera among 
them. Pennant, the naturalist, estimated 
that one female rabbit might produce a 
million and a quarter descendants in four 
years, provided that all the successive gene- 
rations survived and reproduced. Although 
it is not possible to exterminate rabbits 
completely, they have sufficient natural 
enemies in the shape of dogs, weasels and 
birds of prey to keep the rate of increase 
under control; otherwise, it is said, there 
would soon be more rabbits on certain 
portions of the earth than any other form 
of life. There is no animal more difficult 
to approach unawares; the faintest move- 
ment of an intruder is enough to set the 
older rabbits stamping with their hind 
legs as a signal that danger threatens. 
It is only within the last two hundred 
years that rabbits have been introduced 
into Ireland, but they have never become 
a menace, probably owing to the soil not 


being dry and loose enough for them.

The attempt to start a society, known as 
the: Dublin Film Society, has been abandoned. 
The decision to start the society was arrived 
at last January by a number of people, who, 
‘spurred on by the example of the London 
Film Society, and of similar organisations 
throughout Europe,sientdéavoured to form a 
sunilar organisation in Dublin. 

_ The promoters had hoped to have a mem- 
bership of five hundred, which would have 
enabled them to give every year a season of 
eight Sunday afternoon performances. ‘They 
also believed that the Revenue Commissioners 
would have allowed them the same facilities 
with regard to im tax as those given to 
members of the “trade and their friends 
at trade shows. 

After some months of negotiation the Com- 
missioners found that. it was not in their 
power to grant these facilities. The import 
tax on cinematograph film being at the rate 
of a penny per foot, the society, even if it 
had been successful in obtaining five hundred 
members, ceuld not have paid the enormous 
duty and continued‘ to present adequate pro-

O’Kelly’s Parrot. 


Of all the parrots that have been 
brought to England or Ireland, the one 
whose imitative talent was reckoned most 
extraordinary belonged to Dennis O’Kelly, 
who was also the owner of that celebrated 
horse, Eclipse. He purchased the bird in 
1772 out of a West India ship at Bristol 
for the sum of one hundred guineas, 
This parrot not only repeated a great 
number of sentences and answered ques- 
tions, but was able to whistle, with great 
clearness and precision, the “ Banks of 
the Dee,” “God Save the King,” and 
other favourite airs; and if by chance it 
mistook a note the bird would revert to 
the bar where the mistake occurred and 
finish the tune with great accuracy. 
O’Kelly died in 1787, but his parrot lived 
for fifteen years more, dying in Half 
Moon street, Piccadilly, in October, 1802, 


Al Graceless Coin. 


The gold florin issued by Edward III. 
in 1343 weighed 108 grains. It was found 
to be overvalued at six shillings when 
compared with the silver currency, and 
was consequently demonetised in the 
following year. When the florin re- 
ap in the English coinage in 1849 
as a silver piece of the nominal value of 
two shillings, the inscription on it did 
not contain the words Det Gratia, so that 
the coins were called Godless or graceless 
florins. The omission was rectified in 
1852, and the D.G. added to the inscrip-

tion. Such an omission might almost pass 
unnoticed at the present day.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sin,—The protest from the Protestant 
archbishops against the attitude of our 
Government towards Privy Council. appeals 
raises a number of issues that are of very 
great importance to the Free State as well as 
to Ireland as a whole. It may very well be that 
their Graces’ championship of the Privy Council 
will be made the occasion oi a parade of religious 
grievances, in which people who make a 
speciality of such bone-rattling will get an 
opportunity of distinguishing themselves ; but 
this should not prevent sober-minded people, 
North and South, irrespective of religious 
persuasion, from giving the protest the con- 
sideration which such a weighty declaration 
merits. While it cannot be denied that the 
archbishops’ opposition to the Free State 
Government’s avowed policy on this ony 
must inevitably drag religion into the con- 
troversy, the fact that the protest has come, 
not from a territorial section, but from a 
Church which cove-s the whole country, and 
must, therefore, be regarded as national in 
the broadest sense, should give it special 
significance in the eyes of Trishmen of every 
creed and class. 

Are the archbishops not speaking in hope- 
ful anticipation of the day when there shall 
be no Border, and, in the circumstances, are 
they not justified in entering the political 
arena ? ligion . unfortunately cannot be 
divorced from this partition issue; for, like 
it or not, we must face the fact that it is 
the root cause of all our trouble in Ireland. 
In seeking a remedy, therefore, we must 


look to people who can speak with authority | 


on the problem and can give us more heip 
in the matter than the high Church 
dignatories whose signatures are a oe 
to the protest. Why anybody in Ireland 
should, in the circumstances, resent their 
entry into the so-called political arena is 
hard to understand. The truth is that the 
archbishops have done a real service to the 
country by opening their mind in this candid 
way to their fellow-countrymen. 

Aithough their Graces pay generous tribute 
to the spirit of tolerance prevailing in the 
Free State, it is qnite evident that the 
minority Churches do not accept this as a 
guarantee that the same happy conditions 
would prevail were the Border removed and 
a single Government functioning for the 
whole country. One need not read between 
the lines of the protest to see that it is 
inspired by the old fears and apprehensions 
of Catholic domination. It is not a reaction 
to certain insignificant currents of opinion on 
this side of the Border. We must be 
pardoned for thinking it an obsession. History 
and centuries of religious strife have played 
their part in developing such an attitude of 
mind, and in attempting to solve the Border 
yomiges we, in the South especially, must 

eep this fact clearly before us. 

On the other hand, there is an attitude of 
mind here in the Free State which those of 
our countrymen in the North to whom the 
Border is repugnant would do well to keep 
in mind. It expresses itself in the efforts 
of our present Government to get rid of the 
Privy Om in all its moods and tenses. 
It says in effect: ‘‘ This body is useless to 
us. It does not encourage the North to co- 
operate with us and it is incompatible with 
our status as a Sovereign State. Why then 
should we tolerate it any longer?” Not 
until the archbishops’ protest appeared in 
the Press did we know that anybody in 
Ireland really wanted it. 

Although it is now too late to save the 
Privy Council, the fact that our friends in 
the North sea possibilities in such a tribunal 
makes it Ineambent on us to devise other 
ways and means for allaying their fears of 
majority domination. We have tc keep in 
mind that there are two very defnite 
attitudes to be reconciled. There was a 
time when the London Privy Council might 
be tolerated on this side of the Border, but 
that time is now passed. It must be an 
Irish Privy Council to-day, if any, and, if 
the title “ King of Ireland ’’ is not a fiction, 
there is no reason why such a body could 
not be called into existence as soon as our 
Northern friends felt themselves disposed to 
avail of its protection. 

Now that the futility of protest against 
the natural course of events on this side 
of the Border is apparent, will our bishops | 
again drift back into silence and passivity 
until further irretrievable steps are taken or 
are on the verge of being taken? Let us 
hope not. They appear to be the only people 
in Ireland at present who have the courage 
to speak out their minds. Let ‘us hope that 
they have some ideas, too. h are wanted 
to arrest the present dangerous drift. Our 
politicians evidently have neither; and it is 
of ry se ba la she esttloment of the’ 
rish question is left to them, it wi ,

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TARIFFS AND TRADE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srm,—There is a campaign to put tariffs on 
everything, and, although this may be desir- 
able from the point of view of manufacturers 
and country millers, it certainly is not desir- 
able for farmers, So far as farmers are con- 
cerned, the home market is a mere drop in 
the ocean, and Mr. Hogan has shown that 
our few agricultural imports do not and 

ess prices below the world level. 
quite impossible for farmers to 
eir produce in the home market, 
and, after satisfying all possible requirements 
and developments here, there remains an 
immense surplus of 000,000 yearly which 
1nust be exported. So long as we have this 
surplus to export, it is the export price which 
makes the prices id to farmers, less 
handling charges, ut the country, 
tariffs or no tariffs. Therefore, tariffs wo 
be of no advantage. 

There is, however, one way in which better 
prices might be obtained for farm produce, 
and that is by negotiating for a better export 
market. ° This could be done in several 
different ways; but, if for no other reason, 
think that compensation is due to farmers 
for the great change in the value of money 
since 1920, which has heen brought about by 
the British Government. It is admitted by 
bankers and economists that this was the 
cause of the steady decline in prices since 
1920, quite apart from the return to the gold 
standard, as it was not necessary to return 
also to the pre-war gold parity by deflation. 
However, the effects have been disastrous and 
have been equivalent to a tax on agricultural 
production. It is even suggested that the 
present world crisis has been precipitated by 
the same means. Under the circumstances 
Irish farmers have every reason to look for 
favourable treatment in the English market, 
and I think that the least that can be ex- 
pected is that Irish farm produce should be 
imported into England on the same terms as 
are prevalent for English National Mark 
produce.—Yours, etc.,

WINTER CLOTHES FOR POOR CHILDREN. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir.—I trust that you will allow me to 

appeal on behalf of the children who live 

in the remote paris of our island. Year 
after year, with generous kindness, you have 
issued my letter, and no words could describe 
the comfort and happiness which have come 
as the resuit of the gifts which are sent in 
response. The chief duty of the Island and 
Coast Society is to provide religious teaching 
for Church of ~ land children whe, but for 
the schools it helps, must attend schools 
under Roman Catholic management. Such is 
the poverty of many of these children, and so 
persistent the severity of the weather round our 
coasts, that for many months neither school 
nor church could be attended were it not for 
the Society’s annual distribution of warm and 
useful clothing. The letters of gratitude 
which reach us show the eagerness with 
which our bales are expected and welcomed. 

They are the most practical of Christmas 

presents. 

Many of our people eke out a difficult 
livelihood in small farms on poor land. In 
bad seasons, like the present, their accounts , 
with the local grocer rise and rise till pay- 
ment becomes almost impossible. For 
clothing, no money is available, and it is 
for a cases that the Society’s gifts bring 
untold relief. In recent years the increasing 
generosity of our friends has enabled us to 
increase the number of our bales, but there 
are still many needs we cannot meet. 1 
know of a parish in the South where what 
seemed a liberal grant fell far short of 
supplying the necessary clothes, and the 
rector had to appeal himself, with quite in- 
adequate results. 

Very earnestly do I ask that this winter 
the gifts of clothes, especially boys’ clothes, 
and of money for the purchase of them, may 
again be larger.

Beet carrying was an 
entirely new traffic, and the only traffic com.

FINANCIAL RETURNS. 

“ We realise,” said Mr. Floyd, “ that we 
cannot live without the farmers, because tlic 
country is a purely agricultural one, and we 
would be very slow to do anything that would 
hamper an agricultural industry. When I see 
the financial returns of the beet industr:, 
which gets a subsidy of £22 10s. per ton xi 
sugar produced, and the farmer only gets 
£2 6s. per ton for his beet, I think there 1s 
a good case for the company getting higher 
rates, and any increase should be recouped 
to the farmer by the sugar company. - 

Continuing, Mr. Floyd said that, in order 
to cope with the traffic, 1t was necessary fo 
run a special train mileage of 52,000, whi 
roughly 100,000 tons of beet were carried. 
It. took seven tons of beet to make one ton 
of sugar, so that for every £16 2s. paid to 
the farmer the sugar company got a subsid: 
of £22 10s. The witness added that

LEGAL TENDER NOTES. 

The volume of the legal tender note issue 
fluctuated during the year between a mini- 
mum of £5,071,469 on the 25th June, 1929, 
and a maximum of £7,454,056 10s. Od. on the 
6th May, 1929. The figure on the latter date 
was influenced especially by the expected need 
for currency to take the place of notes of the 
former issulag banks the issue of which ceased 
as from the 6th May, 1929, pursuant to 
Section 60 of the Currency Act, 1927 : $ 

The amount oí legal tender notes redeemed 
during the year at the London agency was 
£186,824 10s. Od. The amount of Bank of 
England notes and British currency notes pre- 
sented during ‘the year to the Commission in 
Dublin as payment’ for legal tender notes was 
£1,391 ,471. 

CONSOLIDATED BANK NOTES. 

The Commission appointed May 6th, 1930, 
as the day for the commencement of the issue 
of Consolidated Bank Notes. In the cases of 
the. five shareholding banks which heretofore 
enjoyed a right of note issue under the 
Bankers (Ireland) Act, 1845, and whose notes 
ceased to be issuable in the Irish Free State 
as from the 6th May, 1929, the Commission 
had to determine under Sub-section (4) of 
Section 60 of the Currency Act, 1927, what 
proportion of the notes of each bank out- 
standing on the eve of the 6th May, 1929, 
appertained to the Irish Free State. The pro- 
portions so determined were as follows :—

“DEAD” NOTES. 

The Commission had brought to its notice 
the fact that, of the bank notes which it pro- 
posed to regard as outstanding on the eve of 
May 6th, 1930, an appreciable amount repre- 
sented notes issued many years ago which 
had not returned and were never likely to 
return from circulation, having been de- 
stroyed through accidental fire or irretriev- 
ably lost through other similar causes. There 
has heretofore been no legislative provision 
in this country for the writing off of these so- 
called “dead” notes, but the Commission 15 
of opinion that the making of some such pro- 
vision is desirable, seeing that the notes in 
question have for practical purposes ceased 
to form part of the circulation. 

As any writing off that might hereafter be 
sanctioned would be likely to entail Ex- 
chequer claims against the banks of issue, 
both in the Irish Free State and Northern 
ireland, the Commission has requested its 
Chairman to confer with the several interests 
concerned with a view to exploring the possi- 
bility of adopting some scheme of writing off 
which would be likely in due course to re- 
ceive the necessary legislative sanction. The 
Chairman has reported considerable” progress 
in the negotiations undertaken for this pur- 
pose, and the Commission hopes that an 
acceptable solution will be found in the near 
future. 

SUGGESTED LEGISLATION. 

During the course of the year under review 
the Commission thought it advisable to call 
the attention of the Minister for Finance to 
the practical effect of paragraph (d) of sub- 
section (3) of Section 61 of the Currency 
Act, 1927, whereby the British Government 
securities which mav be held as assets of the 
Legal Tender Note Fund are limited to those 
maturing within twelve months. The Com- 
mission pointed out that, while theretofore 
several classes of security within the statutory 
description were available, a position would 
be reached in February, 1930, when, with one 
doubtful exception, no effective alternative 
investment to Britrsh Treasury bills would 
be available to the Commission for the pur- 

e in question. 

At the close of the year the Commission 
was still in correspondence with the Minister 
on the subject of possible legislative amend- 
ment of the provision referred to. 

THE SURPLUS INCOME. 

Of the surplus income of the year 1928/29 
a balance of £25,500 4s. 2d. remained in the 
hands of the Commission at the beginning of 
the year 1929/30. Of this balance there was 
paid in the year 1929/30 a sum of £24,529 
4s. 10d. to the Exchequer, and a sum of 
£368 15s. 4d. by way of dividend to the 
shareholding banks, at the rate of 5 per cent. 
per annum in respect of 1928/29, as provided 
in Sub-section (6) of Section 63 of the 
Currency Act, 1927. 

The surplus income of the Commission for 
the year 1929/30 amounted to £324,267 8s. 6d., 
of which sums aggregating £195,500 were 
paid to the Exchequer on account during the 
year. The surplus income of 1929/30, as here 
stated, 1s computed on a basis whereby the 
Commission takes credit for, iter alia, the 
iull sums certified under the Currency Act 
to be payable for the half-years ended 30th Sep- 
tember, 1929, and 3lst March, 1930, in re- 
spect of bank notes of the shareholding banks 
which heretofore had a right of note issue in 
the Irish Free State. In view, however, of 
the negotiations referred to above, the Com- 
mission has up to the present collected frum 
these banks only payments on account at the 
rate of 70 per cent. of the sums certified 
under Section 66 of the Currency Act, 1927,

sufficient sum against their possible liability. 
FREE STATE DORIVERS. 

Senator T, J. Campbell, K.C. (Nationalist), 
said that they gave in the bill free use of 
the roadsin Northern Ireland to motor licences 
granted in Great Britain. It might be per 
fectly right to make that concession. At the 
same time they made no provision in regard 
to licences granted in adjoining counties in 
the Free State, or any part of the Free 
State. He regretted that they had not in 
this matter at least reciprocity, and give to 
Irish travellers in the North the same 
facilities as they gave to travellers from 
England and Scotland. 

Colonel Pakenham (U.) supported the bill, 
and suggested that some simple arrangement 
should be made to show that the owner of 
the car was insured against third party risks 
to avoid the necessity of drivers carrying 
certificates He sympathised with the re- 
ferences of Senator Campbell im regard to 
Free State licences, and hoped that there 
would be some reciprocity with the Free 
State in this matter. He hoped that they 
would hear about that later, 

“A SERIOUS THING.” 

Senator McAllister (Nationalist) said he 
wag in entire sympathy with the principles 
embodied in the bill, but thought the Go- 
vernment was not happy in the way it had 
framed the measure. It was a serious thing 
to delegate to insurance companies the right to 
say whether or not a person should drive a 
motor car. 

Senator the Right Hon. Samuel Cunning- 
ham (U.) said that as far as insurance was 
concerned, he had no doubt that there was 
at present sufficient competition among the 
insurance companies’ to keep their rates 
reasonable. 

Senator Leslie (U.), supporting the bill, 
hoped that the time might come when they 
could «ffer reciprocity to the Irish Free State, 
but he was satisfied that it had not come yet. 

Major Dobbs (U.) said that he hoped the 
clause dealing with ‘‘ joy-riding ’’ was strong 
enough to put: a stop to that nuisance. 

RECIPROCITY QUESTION. 

Lord Charlemont, replying, said that he 
was glad the measure had met with such 
general support. He would reply to the 
criticisms when the House was dealing with 
the bill in the Committee stage. On the 
question of reciprocity, he would point out 
that the Free State had no reciprocity ar- 
rangement with Great Britain, and therefore 
he did not think that the time had come vet, 
though he hoped it would come eventually, 
when a reciprocity arrangement could be come 
to with the Irish Free State. 

The second reading was passed, and the 
House adjourned until Friday.

SEVERE BLOW TO DRUG

SCORES OF ARRESTS IN 
NEW YORK. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

Striking simultaneously in Manhattan 
and Brooklyn and the New Jersey side 
of the river last night and early this 
morning, Federal anti-narcotic agents 
smashed what they believe was one of the 
biggest ‘‘dope rings’’ in the metropolitan 
area. 

In Manhattan alone they arrested 
twenty-five men and women, including the 
alleged leader and two of his lieutenants, 
The leader was arrested at a birthday 
party given in his honour at a mid-town 
restaurant. 

According to the police, the “ring,” 
which got its drugs from Southern Europe, 
worked on the ‘‘chain-store’’ principle, 
with Chinese laundries, Greek restaurants 
and other foreign shops as distribution 
points. 

Those arrested included three women, 
twenty Greek sailors (who are alleged to 
have. smuggled the dope into the country), 
and half-a-dozen Orientals. 


“AN ECONOMIC EMPIRE.”’ 


UNIVERSITY PHILOSOPHICAL 
SOCIETY. 

To-night the University Philosophicai 
Society will hold its 76th ‘inaugural meeting 
at, 8.15 o'clock in the Dining Hall, Trinity 
College, Mr. J. C. M, Eason, M.A., being in 
the chair, when the President (Mr. H. G. 
Yates, Sch. (Mod.), University student, will 
read his address on '' An Economic Empire. 
The subject will then be discussed by the 
Lord Mayor of Dublin, Mr. Albert E. Wood, 
K.C. ; Mr. Seán Lemass and Senator O. St. J. 
Gogarty. 

A Select Committee of members of the 
Society is at present engaged in delving into 
the archives of the past in an endeavour to 
complete the history of the Society. Tradition 
asserts that it owes its foundation to Bishop 
Berkeley, the philosopher. About the end of 
the seventeenth century Berkeley founded the 
Dublin Philosophical Society, for membership 
of which only graduates and sophisters of 
Trinity were eligible. It was in the rooms 
of this body that the Royal Dubl& Society 
was founded in 1731. 

The eighteenth century was a stormy 
period in Irish life and politics, and the 
Philosophical Society led a chequered career, 
owing to the excéssive vigilance of the 
College authorities. Its history at the end 
of this period is not very clear. In the 
beginning of the nineteenth century the 
Society returned within the walls of the 
College after a spell in exile. Its constitu- 
tion was finally overhauled and re-estab- 
lished in 1853, from which year the present 
body dates its proceedings. 

The Philosophical Sotiety has sent forth 
many distinguished men into the world. 
Glancing at its rolls, we find such dis- 
tinguished names as Dr, Arthur Percival 
Graves, Standish O'Grady, and the brothers 
Oscar and William Wilde, all of whom have 
achieved fame in the world of letters. The 
presidwntial chair has been held by such men 
as Dr, Dowden, the Shakespearean scholar ; 
Sir John Mahaffy, and Dr. Bernard, his 
successor in the Provostship.

In the next place, the Statutory Commis- 
sion’s Report—which proposed, as a step 
towards full self-government, a Federal 
India under the Crown’s contro]—has been 
ousted by the Viceroy’s promise of early 
Dominion status. It was a mischievous 
promise, but the British Government was 
afraid to recall it, and it will be the basis 
of discussion at the. Conference. Will 


status with the safety of the North-West 
Frontier? Most of the Indian Princes 
profess their conversion to the Viceroy’s 
views, but they will accept no status 
which imperils the imperial connection, 
since on that connection their existence 
depends. The Moslems and Hindu Liberals 
are united substantially in a demand for 


an undying suspicion of each other’s 
intentions, However awkward the claim 
may be for British statesmen, the Moslems 
will insist on their communal privileges. 
Already they express alarm that their 
delegates at the Round Table Conference 
may be induced to yield too much, and 
on Saturday, at Lucknow, the Executive 
Board of the All-India Moslem Conference 
will re-state its claims in unequivocal 
terms. These claims include separate 
electorates and the reservation of seats in 
legislative and local bodies. 

It is our duty to hope that the Con- 
ference will evolve a sound settlement, 
and, fortunately, if its proposals are 
unsound, they will not. be irrevocable. 
The Conference represents only the second 
act of this constitutional drama. The first 
was the report of the Statutory Commis- 
sion, now virtually discarded. The others 
will be the British Government’s produc- 
tion of a scheme based on the Conference’s 
report, the discussions of the Joint 
Parliamentary Committee and the final 
decisions of the Imperial Parliament. It 
is understood clearly that the Conference 
will not try to frame a Constitution for 
India. It sits “for the purpose of seek- 
ing the greatest possible measure of agree- 
ment for the final proposals which it will 
later be the duty of His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment to submit to Parliament.” Thus, 
whatever the Conference may or may not 
do—whether it serves merely to aggravate 
the bitterness of ‘Indian conflict or con- 
founds pessimism by the solution of 
apparently insoluble problems—the final 
responsibility will rest upon the Parlia- 
ment of the United Kingdom. It will be 
a tremendous responsibility. At the worst 
the British Parliament must be ready to 
restore peace to a vast country which, 
through the encouragement of vain 
ambitions, is speeding towards anarchy. 
At the best Parliament may be able, with 
a hearty good-will, to give its blessing 
to the result of the Conference’s delibera- 
tions. Again, it may happen that the 
wisdom of British statesmanship wil] be 
compelled to reject some policy on which 
the Conference may reach virtual agree- 
ment. In any event the responsibility 
cannot be evaded. England will decide

Smoking in Theatres. 

Now and again London’s host of 
theatre-goers is divided into rival camps 
by the question: Ought smoking. to be 
allowed in theatres? “We do. not «profess 
to pass judgment on this burning 
issue, since both parties—‘‘ smokers’”’ 
and “ non-smokers’’—alike can offer 
weighty reasons for their preferences. 
‘‘Smokers ’’. complain that the refusal of 
many managers to permit the mild in- 
| dulgence is largely responsible for the 
legitimate stage s waning prosperity ; for 
what lover of comfort, they say, would not 
prefer the luxurious laissez-faire of a 
picture-house?

Broadcasting. 


At a comfortable distance of some seven 
hundred miles we can view with a measure 
of amusement the rivalry of the Polish and 
Russian broadcasting stations. Moscow 
is equipped with a station of colossal 
magnitude and stentorian power, which 
has been celebrating the thirteenth anni- 
versary of the Bolshevist revolution by the 
broadcasting of propaganda in foreign 
languages, including German and Polish.

Dornier Do X, 


The Prince of Wales flew to-day from 
Hendon to Calshot to py a visit to the 
extraordinary German fiying boat, Dornier 
Do X, and on his arrival he made a flight 
over the Isle of Wight, taking contro] him- 
self for some minutes. Ft is not known 
generally that this great flying boat has 
been flown before by Englishmen during 
some of her trial flights at Friedrichs- 
hafen. Some months ago the late Sir 
Sefton Brancker went to Germany to watch 
its trials, accompanied by Flight-Lieu- 
tenant Jones. Suir Sefton was invited to 
take control, but declined in favour of 
Flight-Lieutenant Jones, who, like the 
Prince, piloted the vessel for some minutes. 
Two other British pilots, Major Andrew 
Holt and Mr. R. H. Macintosh, have 
handled the Do X at the invitation of her 
commander, and all agree that the great 
air vessel is quite light and easy to 
manage. 


The Irish Hospitals’ Sweepstakes. 


The anxiety to secure a chance in the 
Hospitals’ Sweepstake has led people on 
this side to take strange pt a evious 
measures to send their money in order to 
escape the Home Office’s ban on letters to 
Earlsfort terrace, Dublin. It is stated 


that three parcels left an East Coast town 


to-day by ssenger train, containing 
vouchers and money for the headquarters 
of the Sweep, and these parcels were fully 
insured ; while in two other towns people 
anxious to take part in the Sweep have 
sent a representative to Dublin to buy 
tickets for them. It is curious how every- 
body is hunting up friends in Dublin either 
to secure tickets or to receive money for 
tickets already sold. 


Trish Linen and Russia. 


The Irish linen industry is threatened 
with severe competition from other 
countries, A few weeks ago it was re- 
ported from Warsaw that large quantities 
of Russian linen were being imported into 
Poland, and that other countries would 
receive attention in due course.  Soviet- 
produced linen goods now are pouring 
into this country, and such items as after- 
noon tea cloths are being sold in London 
shops at prices far below those that pre- 
vailed for similar articles hitherto. The 
Russian goods consist mainly of hand- 
made cloths with drawn thread designs, 
and are the handiwork of Soviet peasants. 
large numbers of whom must have been 
employed to produce the consignments 
shown in many shops here. 


The Money Market. a: 


In the City of London it is thought 
that the period of cheap money is coming 
to an end for the time being ; for whereas, 
a week or so ago, short credit was offered 
freely at 14 per cent., a charge of 3 to 35 
per cent. is being made now. This change 
was quite unexpected in Lombard street. 
since less than a fortnight ago no cloud 
appeared on the monetary prospect, and 
the market anticipated that the easy cor- 
ditions would be set fair for the remain- 
der of the year. The bank failures in 
France, with a consequent withdrawal of 
credits from the markets here, have been 
mainly responsible for the change. How 
long the depression will last is difficult 
to foresee, but it is regarded as most un- 
likely that the extreme easiness which has 
characterised the Money Market in the 
early autumn can return again this year. 
This prospect has a moral for the 
Treasury, since it will make Conversion 
Loan operations a matter of some difh- 
culty. 


Irish Ex-Service Men. 


Mr. Kelly will ask the Secretary io 
the Treasury to-morrow if he will state 
whether provision is likely to be made fo 
enable ex-Service men occupying houses on 
estates erected under the Irish Land (Pro- 
vision for Sailors and Soldiers) Act, 1919.

with the need to promote private bills in 
Parliament for their protection. When 
decontrofled after the war the companies 
coyld not exist on their pre-war tolls, and 
were granted authority to make remunera 
tive charges. This authority, after severa! 
renewals, was due to expire soon, and the 
Minister had intimated that it might no! 
be extended further by public legislation.

A GRAVE OCCASION. 


The note struck in the inaugural speech 
was held by almost all the members of 
the Conference, who spoke after the 
King’s departure. The Prime Minister, 
who very’ appropriately’ referred to the 
warm interest which Queen Mary has 
taken in the welfare-of the women and 
children of india, made it clear that he 
fully realised the gravity of the occasion, 
‘and the urgent necessity of mutual under- 
standing, co-operation and compromise if 
the difficulties. confronting the Conference 
‘were to be surmounted. © Certainly with- 
out such accommodation very little will 
be accomplished,...and Mr. - Macdonald 
profited by the occasion to deliver a brief, 
but telling, -reference- to the anti-social 
spirit, which preaches -non-co-operation, 


i often with pious intentions, and, in fact, 


promotes reaction and disorder. 

The hopefulness which marked the con- 
clusion of his speech was sustained by the 
indian representatives who followed him. 
It is easy, of course, to be pessimistic, and 
to point out that the obvious obstacles to 
agreement among the Indian delegates 
cannot be ‘removed by the speeches, 
however. hopeful, however courteous, 
which were delivered at the formal 
opening of the Conference. But no good 
can come of perpetual insistence on 
‘imperiding difficulties before they have 


{.been thorowghly examined, defined and 


discussed ; nor is it fair to the delegates 
to suppose that they have assembled with

THE ONLY REMEDY, 


The only permanent cure for the pre- 
sent condition was protection. A great 
change had come over the people and they 
had made up their minds that the only 
hope for them lay in carrying out Arthur 
Grifith’s economic policy. They called 
on the Government to put that policy 
into practice. Though the imports of oats 
and barely were not so fer very great, the 
effect was that the price of the home 
ES was brought down to the same 
evel as the dumped oats and barley.

Sir William Birdwood, the retiring 
Commander-in-Chief, who, with Lady 
Birdwood, sails on November 29th, to-day 
addressed his old regiment, Probyn’s 
Horse, and twelve Na wr pensioners of 
the regiment, who had assembled in his 
honour. 

Sir William, who spoke in Punjabi, re- 

called that it was forty-four years since he 
first joined the old 11th Bengal Lancers 
in 1886.

~ A DEDUCTION, — 

Either the pensions they were paying now 
were wrong or else these old pensions were 
wrong. He had very little doubt as to the 
judgment between these two alternatives. But 
it was not only that the pensions were very 
low in the case ot these~old members of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary. There was even 
a deduction made from the miserable pension 
which they received by way of contri- 
bution to what was called the ‘R.I.C. 
Force. Fund,” and in the case “of 
the old members of the Constabulary, that 
deduction was still made from their pensions. 
No one had become a subscriber since 1891 
It was devised as a pension fund for the 
members of the Royal Irish Constabulary, 
but it appeared to have been used for all 
sorts..of purposes, such as allowance for 
cfficers’ promotion from the ranks and awards 
and bounties te men who had done good 
service, the. result being that as long ago as 


-1891- the fund-had got into a condition of 


confusion .and-.had to be assisted by the 
State, and “the. State had been taking the 
eontributions of-these poor old men to pay 
back this money which was paid forty years 
ago. Vor thirty years the agitation had been 
going on, that. the men who had subscribed 
to the fund should be properly treated in 
respect of their contributien. If the fund 
was allowed to go on any-longer, in view of 
what he had said, it was an attempt 
apparently of the State to get back from the 
few survivors of the force which existed in 
1891 money which. was. paid nearly forty 
years ago. That was not good enough. 
TO RECTIFY DEFECTS. 

Sir William Allen (Armagh), who supported 
the motion, reminded the House that in 
1924 there was such practical unanimity on 
the question that the then Financial Secretary 
withdrew a money resolution to amend it. 
The present Financial Secretary might follow 
his predecessor’s example, Jn 2923 a similar 
resolution was moved, -and opinion was 
unanimous that something .ought to be done 
for these pre-war pensioners, The Govern- 
ment then promised to do something, but 
their term of office was cut short in that year. 
Then the Labour Government came, and they 
promised to do something. 

What was proposed now was to rectify the 
defects. of the Aets of 1920 and 1924.- In 
1924 he had said: I am sorry that I have to 
go home to Ireland and tell. them of the 
miserable pittance. thas the Government in 
power thinks fit to give them. -So far as he 
recollected, there were 100,000 cases, and the 
annual expenditure was £ó- per year per 
pensioner. Why was-it that the’means-limit 
of pre-war pensioners was taken into con- 
sideration in counting the pensions, while 
that of post-war pensioners was not? 

The Government should. at least wipe out 
the disgrace of aking these _ pre-war 
pensioners before they drew their miserable 
pittances to furnish particulars of their 
private means. He did-not believe that there 
was a single member of the House who would 
rise in his place and oppose the motion on 
the ground of economy. Justice still had to 
be done to the pre-war pensioners, and it 
should be done without further delay, to easa 
se lot in the last few years of cheir 
ives.

The 
Crown is the symbol both of power and of 
unity, and draws our hearts -n willing 
homage and reverence. It is more. It 18 
the fountain of justice, freedom and 
equality among the various peoples of the 
Commonwealth. Loyalty, therefore, en- 
joins the faithful and unceasing pursuit 
of these ideals, and we should be failing 
in our duty to the Crown if we knowingly 
tolerated anywhere under the British flag 
conditions tnat produced injustice, 1n- 
equality or undue restrictions on the 
growth of communities. Bold and candid 
speech is required, but also moderation, 
forbearance and readiness to appreciate 
different views. £9 
"Through all the clouds of prejudice 
and misunderstanding that have darkened 
the problem tws statements of policy shine 
like bright stars, by whose light we can 
guide ourselves. They both have the 
authority of His Majesty’s Government. 
One was made by His Excellency the Viceroy 
‘a year ago. It was to. the effect that the 
natural issue of India’s constitutional pro- 
gress, as contemplated in the Declaration 
of August, 1917, is the attainment of 
Dominion status. The other was made by 


him in July this year... It promised: India , 


the enjoyment of as large a degree of 
management of her own affairs as could be 
shown to be compatible with the necessity 
of making provision for those matters in 
regard to which she was not yet im a posi- 
tion to assume responsibility. Our allotted 
task is to interpret these statements 
liberally, and translate them courageously 
into positive measures for the benefit of 
India and the increased glory of the 
Commonwealth.”’ | 

Mr. Bape said: The people of Burma 
were very grateful to His Majesty’s 
Government for arranging this Round 
Table Conference, and believed that a 
frank and full and friendly discussion 
could only result in good both for the 
people of Britain and of Burma.

DEFALCATIONS AS 


ACCOUNTANT. | 


At a courtmartial at the Royal Naval 
Barracks, Chatham, yesterday, Paymaster- 
Commander William Pearse Butler Cormac,

After many appeals and counter-appeals 
the American courts decided that neither 
side had establiscd a claim on tre money, 
and that it, should be distributed pro rata 
among the original subscribers. The courts 
accordingly appointed a receiver, and estab- 
lished an office for the proper distribution 
of the money, awarding cents to the 
dollar. 

As a result of two years’ advertising 
131.338 claims have been received, and the 
sum ordered to be paid out amounts to 
2,110.879 dollars. this still leaves about 
400,000 dollars unclaimed with the banks.

Sir 
Robert Hutchison, Mr. George Lambert, 
Sir Murdoch Macdonald, Mr. Duncan 
Millar, and Mr. R. J. Russell, and those 
who supported the Government were Sir 
Robert Aske, Mr. Norman Birkett. Dr. F. 
L. Burgin, Mr. D. M. Cowan, Sir William 
Edge, Mr. Ernest Evans and Mr. A. 
Harbord. 

Sir Archibald Sinclair (Caithness and 
Sutherland) was unanimously appointed 
Chief Whip in succession to Sir Robert 
Hutchison. He accepted the post on the 
understanding that he should not be asked 
to continue as Chief Whip in a new Par- 
liament. 

Both Mr. Lloyd George and Sir Archi- 
bald Sinclair expressed the hope that 
there would be greater loyalty. to party 
decisions in future.

M.P..S PLEA FOR RETRENCH.

Speaking at a meeting of farmers and farm 
labourers in Ballymoney last night, Sir 
Robert Lynn, M.P., said that he supposed it 
was not surprising io tind the official organ 
of the Northern Government launching a 
fierce attack on him because he had told the 
people of North Anirim that the affairs of 
Northern Ireland were managed in the last 
nine years in a most extravagant manner.

Baldwin) was preparing to hand over Great 
Britain to some foreign country; yet, the 
moment anyone su¢gested the reduction of 
taxation in Northern Ireland, the stupid cr) 
was raised that the result would be to place 
them under the Irish Free State. They pitied 


‘anyone who was so simple-minded as to pay 


Their liberty 
was secure, and no one could interfere with 
it but themselves. The real friends of Ulster’s 
freedom were those who were advocating 
economy. 

One of the first steps towards renewed 
prosperity must be the shaking off of that 
apathy which had reduced so many to the 
position of automatic machines. The greatest 
menace to the Northern Government to-day 
was the complacency of some of its followers. 
who, without a moment’s thought, would 
approve of anything and everything. This 
state of affairs was bad for the Government 
and bad for the country.

POWERS OF FREE STATE F.A, 


From a Spectat CORRESPONDENT. 

In connection with the action of the 
‘Emergency Committee of the Free State F.A., 
a misunderstandin 
power to deal: with the matter. It must be 
understood that the Free State F.A. are an 
entirely separate body to the Irish F.A. They 
have complete dented over the area in which 
they hold jurisdiction, and for the purpose of 
international football they claim for them- 
selves all the rights of a separate national 
body. The Irish F.A. actually only hold con- 
trol in the six counties. 

On the question of why the Free State F.A. 
did not raise an inquiry into the selection by 
the Irish F.A. of Free State born players on 
similar previous occasions, it must be pointed 
out that in all such cases the men were per- 
mitted to play. because they were. assisting 
clubs omtaitle ‘the control of the Free State 
F.A., and that body felt that any complaint 
might not be of any effect. 

The present circumstances are different, and 
the Association feel that they have a perfect 
right to assert their position in definitely re- 
fusing permission to Free State-born players 
who are assisting clubs under their pectic 
tion: from playing against Engiand on Satur- 
day -next. 

lt. must further be understood that no bar 
is placed on McMahon, not because he is a 
signed player of a Northern Ireland club, but 
because he has a virth qualification for that 
area.

These dissertations represented the result of 
hard work and research, and many of them. 
he had been assured by extern examiners, 
' were of great value. It was a pity, there 
fore, that these dissertations should be 
allowed to rest in the desks of the authors. 
He thought that these should be published, 
and it was not fair to expect that a young 
man preparing in that way for his degrees 
should be obliged to publish his dissertation 
at his own expense. 

He should like, therefore, to see a special 
fund set aside for the publication of these 
dissertations, whether in the _ theological 
faculty, in Canon law or in arts. He should 
like also to see some generous donor or 
benefactor, who was interested in education, 
come forward and enable the trustees of the 
college to establish a special publication fund 
He did not think that anv man by anv other 
means could possibly so benefit ecclesiastical 
studies in Ireland.
